1. The report to which Dr. Hornig referred in 
his 11 May note is one of a series of status reports 
on important areas of foreign scientific research 
published by OSI , In this case, which is typical, the 
open literature was surveyed for us by a contractor 

One of our senior analysts 25X1 
combined the highlights of the contractor’s report with 
classified information, chiefly from OO/C, to produce the 
final study. 

2. In this case, as in others, we authorized the 
contractor to publish the highlights of his unclassified 
survey in the open literature (copy attached). We are now 
negotiating with the Office of Technical Services, Depart- 
ment of Commerce, to publish a more complete version of 
the OSI report in sanitized form. 

3. We hope to continue such release of information 
to the scientific community, subject only to the limita- 
tions of time and manpower available to work on it.

Dear Mr. McCone: 

The CIA report ’’Soviet Research on Atmospheric Turbulence and 
Diffusion” dated 3 April 1964 has come to my attention. There are 
two aspects of the report which are worth special note. 

1. The report, which concerns a specialized scientific field 

of some complexity, is a thorough and perceptive summary of research 
which is of great potential value to specialists in this country. The 
project officer, Mr. Herman L. Croom, is to be commended for his 
part in producing the study. 

2. This report would have its greatest value for scientists 
interested in research in atmospheric turbulence and diffusion. It is 
all to the good, therefore, that a summary of the report in disguised 
form has been published in the open literature. The summary is less 
valuable than the full report, however, and I suggest that classification 
(except for aerial photographs) may not have been desirable in this 
case. Perhaps a sanitized version ought to be released.
